At the time of this meeting the new proposals by the 
F.C.C. had only just been made public and Noel was able to give 
us the information at first hand. However since that time the new 
allocations have appeared in print in various publications. For 
this reason a repetition is unnecessary here. These changes, 
which came into effect Nov. 22 will be found in the November 
issue of QST Pages 78 to 81. 


Coffee and sandwiches were served and the meeting came to 
a close at 10.45 pm. 
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Members were also notified in "High Q" that a "High Frequency 
Communications Seminar" was to be held at the Lakehead University 
by the Department of Communications, Ottawa. Club members were 
invited to attend. The Seminar occupied two full days, Sept. 26 
and 27. Five hours each day.

It is not often 
that we have the good fortune to hear speakers on this important 
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phase of our hobby. I am sure that the efforts of Mr. Ducharme 
and Mrs. Campbell were highly appreciated by the members of the 
Club who attended.
